‘Not a man 
of small 
prayers’ 


Wiebo Ludwig. 

Devout Christian 
waged war against 
Alberta oil and gas 
interests 


Eco-wamor to some, terrorist 
to others, Wiebo Ludwig was 
for decades a polarizing figure 
in the debate over northern Al¬ 
berta’s oil and gas industry. 

He died of esophageal can¬ 
cer on Monday at the age of 70. 

Ludwig’s son Josh confirmed 
his father’s death in a news re¬ 
lease, saying he died at home 
surrounded by loves ones. 

“We will miss him as one 
who steadfastly and selflessly 
upheld the hope of the Gospel 
of Christ, as a loving husband, 
father and grandfather,” the re¬ 
lease said. “He was not a man of 
small prayers and often spoke 
of a conviction that all people 
will participate in that hope.” 

Long before celebrities 
such as James Cameron took 
up their genteel fight against 
oilsands development, Ludwig 
waged war against the energy 
industry from his family com- 
poimd at Trickle Creek, hidden 
away in the bush near H 3 Ahe. 

Looking like an Old Testa¬ 
ment prophet with his full grey 
beard, flowing hair and bushy 
brows, the barrel-chested patri¬ 
arch said he was first spurred to 
action by growing sour-gas de¬ 
velopment aroimd his sprawl¬ 
ing Christian commime, where 
he hved with his wife, their 11 
children and 23 grandchildren. 
He blamed the wells for his 
daughter’s miscarriage and the

deaths of farm animals. 

Between 1996 and 1998, 
there were at least 160 inci¬ 
dents at oil and gas sites in Al¬ 
berta. They ranged from nails 
strewn along lease roads to 
shootings and bombings. 

In April 2000 Ludwig was 
convicted of bombing a Suncor 
well near his home. He was also 
foimd guilty of encasing a Nor- 
cen Energy well in concrete and 
counsellmg an RCMP inform¬ 
ant to possess explosives. He 
served 19 months in jail. 

Even then, he remained im- 
wavering in his opposition to 
the oil industiy and steadfast 
in his determination to stay on 
his land. 

“We’re going to tiy to out¬ 
last them here,” he said after 
his release from prison. “Jail 
hasn’t slowed me down.... It’s 
only deepened my resolve that 
this needs to be dealt with.”

Smith makes pitch 
for accountability 


Election. Free votes,

Alberta Wildrose Leader 
Danielle Smith says if she 
becomes premier there will 
be free votes on all bills in 
the legislature, even on those 
that could bring her govern¬ 
ment down. 

Free votes are the best way 
to balance government prior¬ 
ities with the unique needs 


of constituents. Smith told 
reporters at a campaign stop 
Monday. 

“What I’ve heard around 
Alberta is that Albertans want 
their MLAs to represent them 
when they’re elected,” said 
Smith. 

“This is essential to restore 
a properly functioning legis¬ 
lature.” 

However, free votes can be 
a double-edged sword. 

Parliamentary tradition 
dictates that if a government 
can’t pass key bills, like the 
annual budget, it has lost the 
confidence of the legislature. 
Another party, or parties, 
then tries to form govern¬ 


ment. And if that fails, an 
election is called. 

Toiy Leader Alison Bed¬ 
ford, touring in southern 
Alberta, said Smith’s party is 
not walking the talk on ac¬ 
countability.

Talackova, 23, had already 


made the Miss Universe Canada 
final before pageant organizers 
unleashed a wave of global 
media attention last month by 
disquahfying her on the basis 
she had to be a “naturally bom” 
female. Pageant owner Don¬ 
ald Tmmp finally stepped in 
and overruled that decision, 
reinstating her ahead of the 
May 19 Miss Universe Canada 
contest. 

High-profile American law¬ 
yer Gloria Allred said Trump 
did the right thing by allowing 
Talackova to stay in the compe¬ 
tition, because the disqualifica¬ 
tion was simply wrong, some¬ 
thing that should be recognized 
globally.

Investigation. Canadian 
navy maybe linked to 
endangered orca’s death 


The corpse of a young killer 
whale whose death may be 
linked to Canadian war games 
has prompted an investiga¬ 
tion by U.S. authorities. 

The body of the southern 
resident orca — an endan¬ 
gered species in the United 
States — was discovered on 
Long Beach in Washington 
state in February, just days 
after HMCS Ottawa conducted 
sonar training exercises in the 
waters off Victoria. 

A preliminary examination 
indicated significant trauma 
around the head, chest and 
right side of the orca known as 
LI 12, but results of necropsy 


and pathology tests and a scan 
of the animal’s head are in¬ 
complete. Just hours after the 
navy sonar tests were heard, 
southern resident killer whales 
were spotted in the same area 
in the Haro Strait that divides 
Canada and the United States. 

The law-enforcement office 
of the U.S. National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion, or NOAA, has laimched 
an investigation into the death. 
Brian Gorman, with NOAA’s Na¬ 
tional Marine Fisheries Service, 
said investigators haven’t made 
a connection between the naval

An avalanche that buried more

Astronauts can live in space 
for six months, so what’s to 
stop others from spending 
half a year there, too? Or liv¬ 
ing there permanently? 

Very little. 

“An American millionaire 
who has made a fortune on 
hotels is already tr 3 dng out in¬ 
flatable space stations for use 
as space hotels,” notes Chris 
Welch, lecturer in astronaut¬ 
ics and space systems at the 
International Space Univer¬ 
sity in Strasbourg, France. 

“Once we have hotels in 
space, living in space won’t 
be very far away.” 

The millionaire, Robert 
Bigelow, runs the company 
Bigelow Aerospace, whose 
space capsules will provide 
long-term accommodation 
for up to six people. 

Galactic Suites also plans 
space hotels, while Richard 
Branson’s Virgin Galactic in¬ 
tends to launch short-term 
space flights to lower orbit. 

PayPal co-founder Elon 
Musk, who now runs space- 
exploration company SpaceX, 
says he’d like to retire on 
Mars. 

And at universities around 
the world, researchers are 
designing the buildings, fur¬ 
niture and even games for 
humans in space. 

The human colonies could 
float in lower orbit, as does the 
International Space Station, or 
even be built on the moon. 

But even though the sci¬ 
ence and engineering exists, 
outer space remains un¬ 
inhabited by humans. 

“It’s not a technical prob¬ 
lem, but a political one,” ex-

plains Larry Bell, professor of 
space architecture at the Uni¬ 
versity of Houston. 

“Politicians are tr 3 dng to 
fix the economy and national 
and international problems, 
so space isn’t a priority. It’s 
seen as too expensive.” 

Launching a spacecraft 
carries a price tag of some 
$10,000 per kilo. 

Space agencies and pri¬ 
vate companies, however, 
are undeterred. NASA is even 
developing new space food 
for the expected increase in 
space travellers. 

“Because there’s no grav¬ 
ity, you can’t even fry an 
egg in space,” explains Alvin 
Drew, a NASA astronaut and 
head of NASA’s advanced 
exploration systems habitat 
demonstration unit. 

“But until now, the space 
food could only last for one to 
two years. Just going to Mars 
takes 18 months. So our food 
laboratory is developing new 
ways of cooking in space. 
It’s still prepared food. But if 
you inject it into liquid you 
get a meal that’s tastes veiy 
good. I just ate a space steak 
that tasted just like the real 
thing.” 

In the end, leaving Earth 
may become a necessity. 

“Building space colonies 
will increase our chances of 
surviving,” says Welch. 

“Space exploration is hu¬ 
mans’ insurance policy.” 



Reluctant investors 


Big space, 
little interest 

The University of Houston’s 
world-famous space-archi¬ 
tecture program, headed by 
Lany Bell, has developed 
many of the buildings and 
furniture that could be used 
in space colonies. 

But, says Bell, the number 
of apphcants to the program 
has been dropping for the 
past several years. 

“Young people see no 
future in space exploration,” 


he notes. 

That’s because, five dec¬ 
ades after John F. Kennedy 
annoimced the U.S. would 
send a man to the moon, the 
space race with the Soviet 
Union is over and pohticians 
are reluctant to make major 
investments in space. 

“Space isn’t expensive 
compared to other things we 
spend money on,” reflects 
Bell. “But as far as govern¬ 
ments go, space now seems 
to be perceived as a burden.”

Anybody who has seen Bar- 
barella or Flash Gordon will 
know that space is a sexy 
place, populated with lustful 
aliens and new possibilities. 

But having a sex life 
in space is not as straight¬ 
forward as Holl 3 rwood sug¬ 
gests, and would represent a 
giant leap for mankind. With 
Earth’s resources diminish¬ 
ing, humans need space. 
They also need sex, and the 
species’ survival may depend 
on erotic breakthroughs on 
these, the big questions. 

Has anyone had sex in space? 

Nobody’s admitted it, although 
cheeky Gahfomia scientist Dr. 
Rhawn Joseph says there are 
rumours of a couple “sealing 
the deal” on the International 
Space Station. In 1991, Jan 
Davis and Mark Lee became 
the first married couple to fly 


together, breaking NASA rules 
designed to keep team har¬ 
mony, but they are believed to 
have resisted temptation. 

Is it even possible? 

“The fantasy might be vastly 
superior to the reality,” says 
spoilsport NASA physician Jim 
Logan, pointing to motion sick¬ 


ness and the “messy environ¬ 
ment” it would create. In 2000, 
French science writer Pierre 
Kohler claimed that NASA had 
been testing zero-gravity sex in 
different positions but it was 
revealed to be a hoax. NASA 
says it has never conducted 
any such research but is not 
against sex in principle, as 


long as astronauts have “a con¬ 
stant commitment to honour¬ 
able behaviour.” 

What is the best space-sex tech 
available? 

Probably actress/writer Vanna 
Bonta’s “2 Suit,” which uses 
light, flexible material that a 
couple can share pla 3 ftime in. 
“Sex in space is not just a good 
idea, it’s survival,” said our 
hero. Real-estate bilhonaire 
Robert Bigelow is also ahead 
of the game with his Genesis 
prototype space hotel. 

Could a baby be born in space — 
and would it be human? 

Yes and no. “If you put an in¬ 
fant on Mars, they would adapt 
to the new environment,” says 
Joseph, a neuroscientist. “And 
after several generations, you’d 
have a new species.”

When will we live in space? 

Our goal is to explore Mars 
within 25 to 30 years. To 
reach that goal, we’ll start by 
exploring asteroids, and keep 
exploring the moon.

What will habitats look like? 

Very different from the 
International Space Station.

Seeking shelter from 
the storms in space 



Just as Earth has sun and 
wind, so does space. In fact, 
the space weather presents a 
crucial challenge to human 
habitation. 

“Space weather is not 
about sun and wind,” explains 
Dr. John Farrow, professor of 
space applications at the Inter¬ 
national Space University. 
“It’s about plasma and radia¬ 
tion. But it does have as much 
variation as our weather down 
here. In the most extreme cir¬ 
cumstances, the weather can 
terminate a space mission.” 

The space equivalent of 
rain is radiation, which rains 
down on astronauts and 
forces them to cariy “umbrel¬ 
las” — radiation-proof space 
suits — or stay inside their 
capsule. 


Weather everywhere

“But just like a regular 
umbrella doesn’t fully pro¬ 
tect against rain, a ‘space um¬ 
brella’ doesn’t fully protect 
against radiation,” notes Far¬ 
row. “And the problem with 
radiation is that you can’t see 
it.” 

Radiation, of course, causes 
chronic illnesses like cancer. 

“On the moon you have 
no protection against space 
weather,” explains Prof. Alex 
Ignatiev, director of the Cen¬ 
ter for Advanced Materials at 
the University of Houston. 

“If we’re going to live 
there, we’d need a one-to-two- 
metre-thick layer of lunar 
sand on top of the capsule. 
Lunar sand absorbs radiation 
from the sun. Mars would be 
a little easier because it has a 
bit of atmosphere. But space 
weather is a major challenge.” 

On the other hand, the 
moon has water, and is easily 
accessible from Earth. But if 
humans are to establish space 
colonies, they have to design 
space suits that will provide 
complete protection against 
radiation. 

They also have to design 
space capsules that can with¬ 
stand sudden weather chan¬ 
ges and fluctuating temper¬ 
atures. 


Not surprisingly, space 
agencies have entire teams 
dedicated to space weather, 
but they face a daunting task: 
Creating weather-proof gear 
that weighs veiy little. Weight 
is an essential issue as each 
Idlo of payload costs $10,000 
to launch into space. 

In the meantime, space 
agencies have developed a 
new capabihty — and one that 
will be extremely useful even 
to us earthlings: Space-weath¬ 
er prediction. 

“They can tell what’s com¬ 
ing and issue an alarm to com¬ 
panies operating satelhtes,” 
says Farrow. 

“If the companies don’t 
react, the satellites can be de¬ 
stroyed.” 

That would mean no 
cellphone calls, no satellite- 
beamed TV, no cloud-comput¬ 
ing.

Faltering Internet icon AOL was 
able to squeeze out more than 
$1 billion US from Microsoft 
for a trove of some 800 patents 
in an auction, the latest sign of 
just how valuable such port¬ 
folios can be for the world’s big¬ 
gest technology companies. 

“There is a fight for market 
share occurring on multiple 
fronts — technology, patents, 
advertising,” said Colin GiUis, 
an analyst with BGC Financial 
who covers Microsoft. “Micro¬ 
soft, more so than others out 
there, has been (using) its pat¬ 
ent portfolio as a way to gen¬ 
erate licence fees. This should 
strengthen that.” 

Patents have become a hot 
commodity in the high-tech in¬ 
dustry in recent years. They’re 
useful both for attack (suing 
competitors) and for defence 
(warding off lawsuits with 
threats of coimtersuits). 

AOL’s shares surged to their 
highest level in more than a 
year following the annoimce-

“This is an important mile¬ 
stone for Facebook because 
it’s the first time we’ve ever 
acquired a product and com¬ 
pany with so many users,” CEO 
Mark Zuckerberg wrote on his 
Facebook page.

Facebook said it plans to 
keep Instagram running in¬ 
dependently.

Business optimism on the rise 
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Business optimism in Canada 
is rising sharply as the gloom 
of the winter months appears 
to be giving way to better ex¬ 
pectations for sales, hiring and 
investment, a new Bank of Can¬ 
ada survey suggests. 

The quarterly survey of sen¬ 
ior management from 100 rep¬ 
resentative firms, conducted 
over four weeks in February 
and March, found the outlook 
for future sales among the most 
positive since the recession. 

It showed 58 of the respond¬ 
ents expected higher sales in 


the next 12 months, as opposed 
to 23 who expected fewer. 

That put Bank of Canada’s 
important measure of business 
coi^dence at a positive 35, a 
big turnaround from the nega¬ 
tive four balance of opinion in 
its Januaiy report. 

It follows an imexpectedly 
strong employment report last 
week from Statistics Canada, 
which said 82,000 jobs were 
added in March, reversing what 
had been a few months of mod¬ 
est employment downturns. 

“The good Canadian news 


just keeps rolling,” said Derek 
Holt, an economist with Scotia 
Capital. 

The snap-back in business 
confidence, while encouraging, 
raises the risk of the centr^ 
bank moving to hike interest 
rates later this year, although 
there is no urgency, added 
Bank of Montreal’s deputy chief 
economist Douglas Porter. 

For that to happen, he said, 
“firmer business sentiment 
has to translate into firmer 
growth.”

I recently received an email 
letting me know that 1 had 
FINALLY achieved a Klout score 
in the 40s, 45 to be precise. 
What tangible impact has this 
had on my everyday life? Abso¬ 


lutely none. 

Founded in 2008, Klout.com allows users to measure their 
fluctuating influence across the social web. While “clout” 
refers to real pohtical or social power, Klout with a “K” is a 
much more superflcial unit of measurement, much like any¬ 
thing from the Kardashian Kollection. 

Users relinquish all sorts of private data from their various 
social networks — Twitter, Facebook, Linkedin — and Klout 
compiles a score ranging from one to 100. This influence 
score reflects your ability to drive action within your social 
circles. 

I first learned about Klout at a web conference I attended 
last year. I registered immediately, a decision based on equal 
parts curiosity and vanity. After determining my score and 
realizing just how irrelevant it was, I completely forgot about 
my account. 


Scope of influence 


while I was quick to 
dismiss Klout, many are 
eager to find out where 
they land on the bar¬ 
ometer of influence. To 
date, the San Francisco 
startup has assigned 
Klout scores to over 
100 million people and 
brands worldwide.

To date, the San Francisco 
startup has assigned Klout 
scores to more than 100 
million people and brands 
worldwide. 

Interestingly, Klout not 
only tells you who you are 
influencing and how much, 
but what topics you are 
influential about. However, 
based on my personal experi¬ 
ence, the accuracy of these 
insights varies from spot-on 


to absolutely absurd. 

Here are some of the peculiar subject areas that I am 
apparently influential about: the New York Jets, animals, 
diamonds. I can guarantee that I have never made an online 
(or offline) reference to the New York Jets in my life, so who 
knows what sort of obscure logarithms they use to come up 
with this nonsense. As an animal-indifferent individual with 
a non-existent diamond collection. I’m pretty skeptical on 
whether these insights into my online reputation are really 
all that signiflcant. 

In a recent study titled The Rise of Digital Influence, 
author Brian Solis questions the accuracy of Klout and similar 
measurement tools that rank users’ online social capital. 

Solis suggests that in reality these arbitrary numbers aren’t 
a reflection of an individual’s true influence or capacity to 
influence but of their online visibility. 

As social media becomes less about socializing and more 
about shameless self-promotion, companies like Klout 
certainly aren’t going an 5 ^here. And while I’m sure there’s 
some real value in analyzing onhne engagement, this quanti- 
flcation of influence has also created an army of self-import¬ 
ant tweeters obsessing over their personal brand.

It's important to note that 
this unusual winter heat is 
mostly a North American 
phenomenon.

Phyllida Lloyd’s biopic on 
Margaret Thatcher takes 
its title from the Mckname 
of Britain’s first female 
prime miMster, who was 
hailed by some and cursed 
by others when she headed 
the government from 1979 
to 1990. 

The film’s 2011 
theatrical release gath¬ 
ered similar extremes 
of reactions. But nearly 
everyone agrees on one 
thing: Meryl Streep gives 
a towering performance 
in the title role. She was 
rewarded with a best-ac¬ 
tress Oscar for a portrayal 
that takes Thatcher from 
shopkeeper’s daughter 
to young bride, and from 
powerhouse in parliament 
to tottering, demented old 
widow. Lloyd, and writer 
Abi Morgan, use the 
controversial device of the 
ghost spouse. Thatcher’s 
late husband, Denis, 
played by the reliable 
Jim Broadbent, appears 
frequently as Thatcher’s 
spectral companion, offer¬ 
ing advice and admonish¬ 
ments with loving devo¬ 
tion. It’s a difficult trick to 
pull off, and its use here 
has not been universally 
applauded. But to me, it’s 
a perfect evocation by two 
superlative actors of the 
almost supernatural bond 
that longtime couples 
achieve.

Emerging studies show 
time spent in forests or 
urban parks also leads to en¬ 
hanced cognitive focus and 
positive mental outlook, says 
Logan. 

Why? It is partly related 
to chemicals released from 
trees called ph 3 d:oncides, 
which have been linked to 
improved immunity, and 
partly because of invisible 
negative ions found near 
water and forests; they have 
been linked to brighter men¬ 
tal outlook.

Obesity 
could be 
worse than 
feared 

Everybody’s least favourite 
number, BMI (body mass 
index), may be totally off 
in calculating fat, according 
to a new study. However, 
before you get too excited, 
the potential inaccuracy 
actually underestimates body 
fat. According to a report 
in the Public Library of Sci¬ 
ence’s PLoS One journal, BMI 
calculations, which are based 
on height and weight, were 
compared to X-ray absorpti¬ 
ometry — or DXA — scans, 
which calculates obesity 
based on fat-composition 
standard. Turns out, BMI 
calculations often classify 
people as “underweight” 
when the DXA scans would 
consider them obese, nearly 
four out of 10 times. The 
findings of this study, of 
course, imply that North 
America’s already atrocious 
obesity rate is actually much 
worse than we know. Addi¬ 
tionally, this means some 
may be unaware that they 
are obese (which is hard to 
imagine) and therefore not 
taking proper steps in health 
care.

10-gram increase in soluble 
fibre that study participants 


consumed per day, visceral 
fat was reduced by almost 
four per cent. 

Prevent gallstones. 

A study published in 
the American Journal of 
Gastroenterology found 
that women eating the most 
foods high in insoluble fibre 
had a 17 per cent lower risk 
of gallstones compared to 
those eating the least. 

Control blood sugar. 

According to research 
done at Lund University in 
Sweden, eating the right 
grains for breakfast — such 
as whole-grain barely, either 
boiled or in bread — helped 
to moderate increases in 


blood sugar for up to 10 
hours. This is beneficial 
because large fluctuations in 
blood sugar levels are linked 
to an increased risk of t 3 q)e 2 
diabetes, obesity and cardio¬ 
vascular diseases. 

Fights free radicals. 

Spelt — an ancient grain 
related to wheat — is a rich 
source of manganese. It 
works with an enz 3 mie that 
helps fight free radicals in 
the body that may play a 
role in aging, heart disease 
and cancer, preventing 
some of the damage the free 
radicals cause. A half-cup 
serving of cooked spelt 
provides 60 per cent of your 
daily needs.

Because my ex-husband is 
angry and uncivil, I have 
not been in communica¬ 
tion with my ex-in-laws 
since our divorce. We were 
together for more than 20 
years and have children. 
When there is a death or 
illness in that family, what 
protocol should I follow? It 
would seem strange for me 
to ignore it or not attend a 
funeral. 

Please advise. 

Hello. As you are experi¬ 
encing, anger and lack of 
civility is unfortunately 
common after a difflcult 


divorce, and now translat¬ 
ing that into dealing with 
former family members 
for such things as death 
becomes really tough. Even 
worse, the stress and un¬ 
ease of death makes many 


people react in an irrational 
and difflcult way. 

So back to your ques¬ 
tion; what should you do 
when you wish to attend a 
funeral of a divorced part¬ 
ner? Remember going to a 


funeral generally has two 
objectives: 

1. To assist you with your 
personal grieving process. 

2. To assist the family 
and be supportive of them 
through their grieving pro¬ 
cess. 

If it is a large public fu¬ 
neral, you should feel 
free to attend. However, 
if this is a small or private 
funeral I think it’s best 
you speak with the next of 
kin (ideally the head of the 
family of the deceased or 
your former husband or in¬ 
laws etc.). 

First express your condol¬ 
ences and ask if they would 
feel comfortable with you at¬ 
tending the funeral, since you 
knew and loved the deceased 
for more than 20 years. 

If they say yes, then at¬ 
tend the funeral, but out of 
respect for your ex-husband 
and children, keep a low 
profile. You are there to pay 
respects to the person who 
has just died. 

In the event that the 
family says no, then don’t 
make a big deal about it. You 
can celebrate this person’s 
life in several ways: have 
a church mass said in this 
person’s name or make a 
small donation to a hospital 
or organization in the name 
of the deceased. 

Finally no matter what 
the scenario is, write a note 
of condolence to each of the 
family members you are close 
with. This is the nicest and 
most gracious way to think of 
the living and the dead at the 
same time.

HNAL EXAMS CAN 
BE A TAXING TIME 
FOR STUDENTS 




Preparing for final exams is one of the 
most stressful times of a student’s life, 
but studying smartly can improve your 
scores and lower your heart rate. 

Nellie Ferret, a learning skills coun¬ 
sellor at the University of Toronto’s Ac¬ 
ademic Success Centre, says most high 
schools use modular exams, meaning 
you are only tested on what you have 
learned since the last test. But universi¬ 
ty and college exams are usually cumu¬ 
lative, meaning you have to dig back to 
the start of the course. You can’t cram 
that much information into your head in 
the weeks before the exam. 

Ferret advises using cumulative 
reviews as you go so you know it cold 


when exam season rolls around. 

Even if you are starting two weeks 
before the exam, you might still be able 
to pull it off. “Counterintuitively, start 
reviewing material you already know 
pretty well,” she says. “That’s what you 
can potentially ace.” 

Look at old exams or midterms to see 
what questions have appeared in the 
past. Meet with other students to brain¬ 
storm on key content areas in the 
course. 

“The last thing they should do is try to 
learn new material. That’s where they’re 
going to be dealing with a limited mem¬ 
ory space,” she says. “The likelihood of 
their doing well on it is pretty slim.” 


Write that key information on an in¬ 
dex card and stare at it until you go into 
the exam room. “And then write it 
down immediately, or otherwise it’s 
gone,” Ferret says. 

Sarah Bouchard, a fifth-year political 
science/religious studies student at Dal- 
housie University, says students are 
juggling a lot at the end of term. 

“Students are trying to focus on their 
exams and final papers, but also setting 
up summer jobs or co-ops, and finding 
housing, among other things,” she says. 
“The pressure to perform well at this 
time of year is at its peak.” 

She urges students to attend any 
review sessions the class holds, and 


then book a meeting with the professor. 
Bring questions and take notes. 

“I know it can seem scary, especially 
for first-year students (and) especially 
if you’ve missed a lot of classes,” 
Bouchard says. “But trust me, your pro¬ 
fessor wants to help you and is a gold 
mine of helpful information.” 

Practise writing your answers so 
your brain is used to synthesizing it on 
paper. 

“And most of all, get a good night’s 
sleep, eat properly, and exercise,” she 
says. “These are not only stress-busting 
mechanisms, but they also get your 
brain going.”

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DRESS FOR SUCCESS AT INTERVIEWS 


You can’t make a second first 
impression on a job interview, and your 
clothes will speak volumes before you 
get the first hello out of your mouth. 

Chloe Chalmers organizes the 
University of Alberta’s “after-u” 
program preparing students for life in 
the post-educational 
world. A course called 
“Dress for Success” 
drills the importance of 
appearance to students. 

“It helps students de¬ 
velop some of those pro¬ 
fessional skills so that 
they are armed with the 
full package,” she says. 

“They’ve got a universi¬ 
ty degree and they’re 
presenting themselves 
well at their first job in¬ 
terview.” 

Chalmers says 
students are savvy, but 
sometimes can be so fo¬ 
cused on their studies 
that appearance slips be¬ 
neath their radar. “We 
make sure students are 
giving as much thought 
to the way they present 
themselves as they 
would to writing their 
cover letter or building 
their resume.” 

Before choosing your 
interview outfit, 
familiarize yourself with 
the company’s culture. If 
you know someone who 
works for or has worked 
for the company, find out 
how people dress in the 
office. Is it casual, 
formal, or funky? If you 


don’t have an insider, eheek out bio 
photos of staff on the website. 

Err on the side of too formal, rather 
than too casual. The former says you 
are too serious about the job, while the 
latter indicates you are not serious 
enough. But ties and blouses aren’t al¬ 



ways the best bet. 

“If you’re a design student and 
you’re applying for a graphic design 
position with a really funky marketing 
company, I think it’s OK to go into an 
interview dressed in a very trendy, cut¬ 
ting-edge kind of way. In fact, you are

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expected to,” Chalmers says. 

“But if you’re applying for jobs in fi¬ 
nance, it’s a more traditional 
environment and you’re probably going 
to be expected to dress more conserva¬ 
tively.” 

Grooming is critical, too. That means 
a clean shave or 
neat beard for men, 
and tidy haircuts, 
clean teeth and 
fresh breath for 
everyone. 

“People extrapo¬ 
late and think if 
you’re not taking 
care of your own 
appearance, maybe 
you’re sloppy in 
other ways, like 
your work,” 
Chalmers says. 

Here are some 
tips when dressing 
for interviews: 

• Invest in a few 
classic clothes that 
can be worn to in¬ 
terviews and, 
hopefully, work for 
years. 

• Iron your 
shirt/blouse and 
slacks. 

• Make sure your 
clothes aren’t too 
tight, too short, or 
too revealing. 

• Polish your 
shoes. 

• Arrive 10 minutes 
early and check 
yourself out in a 
mirror.

AVOID STARVING STUDENT SYNDROME 



Many students hit a financial wall in the 
spring as the school year outlasts their 
school savings. Experts say there are 
ways to keep afloat during lean times, 
and ways to ensure that next year isn’t 
as tight. 

Jonathan McCauley, manager of stu¬ 
dent financial assistance at the Universi¬ 
ty of British Columbia, says the end of 
the school year frequently finds students 
running into empty bank accounts. 

“They haven’t planned as well as 
they could have, or are running into un¬ 
expected financial problems like their 
car breaking down,” he says. “At this 
point of the year, it’s pretty much just 
looking to fill the gap.” 

He suggests stopping by student serv¬ 


ices to see about emergency funding, 
bursaries or grants of which you may be 
entitled. You can also get a loan via the 
school, bank or your parents, but that 
will have to be repaid. A part-time job or 
work study program could bring in extra 
money. 

McCauley says it’s a good time to 
think long term to avoid a repeat next 
spring. If you get a summer job, focus 
not on your summer earnings, but your 
summer savings. 

“With money coming in over the 
summer, it’s very easy to spend money,” 
he cautions. “Before you know it, Sep¬ 
tember rolls around and you might have 
the newest iPad, but you still have to 
save for those eight months.” 


Start a budget. Lay out how much 
you can afford to spend on each catego¬ 
ry and stick to it. There are big-ticket 
ways to cut expenses: Ideally, you 
would swallow your pride and live at 
home rent free, or for a cover-the-costs 
rent. If that isn’t possible, look at more 
affordable neighbourhoods and find 
roommates to share the costs. 

Even cheap cars are expensive when 
you factor in insurance, maintenance 
and winter tires, to say nothing of gas 
and parking. Get a u-pass and stick to 
public transportation. 

Little things add up, too. McCauley 
was surprised to find he spent $80 per 
month, or $960 per year, on takeout cof¬ 
fee. - Jon Tattrie

do for 2011 but you still have 
over 10 months to find an ex¬ 
tra $2,000 to ease next year’s 
tax burden. (The following 
advice is for those who have 
their debt load under control. 
If not do the same thing but di¬ 
vert the money to your debts.) 

1. Devote some of your tax 
refund to your RRSP ($750) 

Last year, according the 
Canadian Revenue Agency, the 
average refund was $1,506, 
most from pa 3 n:oll deductions. 
Take half of that and put it 
into your RRSP. 

2. Increase your monthly 
RRSP contributions by $50 
($500 annually based on the 
10 remaining contribution 
months) 

If you haven’t already en¬ 
rolled in an automatic RRSP 
pa 5 a’oll deduction program, 
start one at $50 a month. If 
one is in place increase the de¬ 
duction by $50. 

3. Save your coins ($250) 

This is an easy and pain¬ 
less way to build up excess 


cash. Put a container in the en¬ 
tranceway of your house and 
empty your pocket or purse 
each time you enter the house. 
Count it up monthly and take 
it to the bank. Tty a little coin¬ 
saver dance with each deposit. 


People will think you are 
weird but remember, you’re 
laughing all the way to the 
bank. 

4. Windfalls ($225 annually) 
Ask your parents, grand¬ 


parents and siblings for cash 
gifts instead of those icky ties 
and dreadful drugstore bath 
sets. Explain why and most 
will be delighted to have that 
chore lifted from their shoul¬ 
ders. 


Think long-term 


Here’s a cool 20-year plan: 


• $ 70 , 000 . Contributing 
an extra $2,000 annually 
will increase your retire¬

5. Eliminate one non-neces¬ 
sity a week ($275) 

Almost everyone spends 
money on something they hke 
but don’t need.

tion, I listed my house for sale 
this week. Though I love my
